Our Pauper bills are but a mere trifle, as our efficient Overseer 
has ascertained that nearly all our pauper bills are chargeable to the 
County.

Superintending School Committee.

DISTRICT No. 1. 


Summer term, taught by Mrs. Angie B. S. Worthen. Number 
of half days of school, 80. Length of school, in weeks of five 
days, 8. Whole number of scholars, 14. Average attendance, 
12 7-8. Number of different scholars between the ages of five and 
fifteen not attending any school, 1. Wages of teacher, per month, 
including board, $19.00. 


Winter term, taught by same teacher. Number of half days of 
school, roo. Number of pupils, 17. Average attendance, 13 1-2. 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $19.00. 


Mrs. Worthen has had a great deal of experience as a teacher. 
The scholars made good improvement in both schools. The schools 
were well taught, both of them, and every thing passed off pleas- 
antly and satisfactorialy at the closing examination of both schools. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
UNION WITH ASHLAND. 


Have not received register at time of making out report. This 
school is under the supervision of the Town of Ashland. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Emma A. Ethridge. Length of 
school in weeks of five days, 6. Number of scholars, 17. Aver- 
age attendance, 16. Wages of teacher per month, including board, 
$19.00. 
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Winter term, taught by same teacher. Length of school in 
weeks of five days, 12. Number of pupils, ‘22. Average atten- 
dance, 20. Wages of teacher, $20.00. 


The scholars in both schools made very good improvement. 
Miss Ethridge,seemed to have the good will of her pupils, and 
every thing was harmonious. Both were very good schools. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


One term taught by Miss Abbie L. Swain. Whole number of 
pupils, 20. 


This school, although quite a large number of small scholars, 
was a decided success in every particular. It was the teacher’s first 
attempt. Miss Swain bids fair to rank first among our many 
teachers ; she is active, energetic, and as a disciplinarian has no 
equal. 


DISTRICT No. s. 


One term taught by Miss Emma C. Lee. Length of school in 
weeks of five days, 17. Whole number of pupils, 7. 

The scholars in this school made very good improvment, and 
the school was well managed in every particular. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 


One term taught by Mrs. Ida F. Cox. School not closed at 
time of making out report. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


Summer term taught by Miss Fannie Little. Length of school 
in weeks of five days, 8. Whole number of pupils, 8. Average 
attendance, 7. Wages of teacher per month, including board, 
$18.000. ‘This was the teacher’s first attempt. 


Winter term taught by William A. Burch. Number of half days of 
school, 116. Length of school in weeks of five days each, 11 3-5. 
Whole number of pupils, 17. Average attendance, 15 55-116. 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $22.00. 
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This was a very profitable school. ‘The scholars made very good 
improvment. ‘The school was very well conducted. Very good 
management prevailed in all of the departments of the school. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 


One term taught by Mrs. Clara J. Little. Length of school in 
weeks of five days each, 11 2-5. Whole number of pupils, 9. 
Average atendance, 8. Wages of teacher per month, $21.00. 

This, also, was a very profitable school. Harmony and good 
order prevailed. I think, as a whole, the scholars made as rapid 
improvment in this school as any in town. 


DISTRICT No. 9. 


Summer term taught by Miss Estella J. Locke. Length of 
school in weeks of five days, 8. Number of pupils, 19. Average 
attendance, 12. Wages of teacher per month, $18.00. 

Only one visitation of this school was made. 


Winter term, taught by Miss Laura Gilman. Length of school 
in weeks of five days, ro. Whole number of pupils, 27. Aver- 
age attendance, 20. Wages of teacher per month, $19.00. 

This school was well taught. The scholars made fair improv- 
ment. ‘The school was taught to the satisfaction of your Superin- 
tendent. 


DISTRICT No. tro. 


One term taught by Miss Nellie A. Smith of Campton. Length 
of school in weeks of five days, r2. Whole number of scholars, 
8. Average attendance, 6. Wages of teacher per month, $19.00. 

In this school the scholars were all small, some of them never 
attended school but a very little before. ‘They learned quite read- 
ily, as a general rule, and seemed to remember what they learned. 
The teacher seemed to be interested for her pupils and tried hard 
to do them good, and was quite successful. 


DISTRICT No. 11. 


Two terms taught by Mrs. Julia A. Worthen. Length of sum- 
mer term, 7 weeks. Number of pupils, 17. Average attendance, 
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15. Wages of teacher per month, $18.00 Length of winter 
term, 10 weeks. Whole number of pupils, 20. Average atten- 
dance, 16. Wages of teacher per month, $19.00. 


Mrs. Worthen has taught in this district quite a number of terms. 
She understands perfectly well the wants of her scholars, and I 
think labored for their good. The scholars made good improve- 
ment in both schools, and I think understand quite well all they 
learned. ‘The schools, both of them, were very profitable to the 
scholars. Mrs. Worthen has the reputation of being one of our 
best teachers.
